Dear Harold, 

Received the NCR copy of COUP addition (pp. 203-500); will give it 
to Jim and Hal and then (10 days to 2 weeks) mail to Gary. I have read it 
over once; since it seems to be in finished form almost all of the comments 
on the enclosed page are on typos. The argument that Foreman could have 
gotten Ray: off is completely persuasive; I think it would be strengthened 
if you left out the weaker parts of the criticism of the prosecution case. 

I don't think that they were the complete incompetents you make them out to 
be, but that's debatable; the weakness of their case in terms of convincing 
a jury is not debatable. Also, I thought the attacks on Foreman, Hanes, and 
(especially) Huie were overdone. The chapter on the contracts could profitably 
be shortened, since much of it is redundant. The many references to the 
financial arrangements in the chapters dealing primarily with hard evidence 
are a bit distracting. Despite the probably unethical financial arrangements, 

1 doubt that Hanes and Huie were primarily motivated by financial gain. Despite 
these criticisms, I am quite impressed by this book, and hope you will be able 

to get some sort of distribution. (That reminds me - a sample of reduced Xeroxing, 

2 pages of FM, is enclosed. From the original, the quality would be even better. 

The print is small but still quite readable - and it is cheap.) 

lour mailings of ll/lO and 11/14 received.... Good letter to Pena; I 
have ordered the rest of CD 1349 and will send you 2 copies. Note also CD 1539} 
at least one part relates to Pena, is by DeB. and Secret. The., rest is also 
withheld. I have no idea who Mrs. Bessie Fleckenstein is. It is pretty clear 
the Liebeler had this CD on hand when he questioned Fena. I thought I convinced 
you long ago that informant numbers (T-l, etc.) are designated anew for each report - 
the main evidence being that the informants are always cited in numerical order - 
at least in all the reports I recall seeing. Why do you suggest that may not be 
the case? 

Thomas Valley; no references in my 4? CD indexes. Jim and I have only 
CE 2887, p, 2 (CD 85, p. 46l) and CD 47, pp. 8-9, where Vallee is referred to 
but not named. (Could you send CD 47, p. 71) CD 1138 does not relate to Vallee. 

I may have confused you on this earlier. Jim wrote for two independent items, 

CD 1138 and anything on Vallee. The reply was "documents containing the name 
of Thomas Vallee are withheld from research at the request of the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation.” (That sentence preceded by"CD 1138 and.") 

Oswald used the address 640 Rampart while in Mexico (WR 730, CE 2481). 

I have nothing on this. 

Eugene J. Hobbs; nothing in the CD indexes. (Except an unrelated "Hobbs" 
at CE 1839.) We have not made a name file check. All we know of is CD 966 , 
cover letter enclosed (rest withheld). Have you anything? 

CD 246: we have pp. 1-la (sent to you already); 2-17 on order; 18-26 (JURE 
meeting and list), and p. 29 (Buttle). (26-27 are withheld.) I am sure you had 
pp. 18-26 but if not properly filed, I will replace them. 

Incidentally, some of the pages the Archives has sent me and Jim have been 
miserable copies. In many cases the "originals" are light Xeroxes or carbons, so 
light copies are to be expected, but I think we are getting light copies of good 
originals. Worse, many pages are improperly fused - meaning they rub off on 
your hands. It is hard to complain effectively by mail; maybe you could bring 
this up informally when you get a chance. I don't expect as good quality for 10 ^ 
a page as I get for 3 $ a page out here, but they should do better. 

On CS 391, I am pretty sure that "1221" is the SS control number. On the 185-page 
list, that SS number on CD 498 is marked "Mr. Specter has" by hand. This also 
appears on the cover letter, dated 3 /l 3 - just in time for the doctors’ testimony 
on 3/l6. Jim asked for this control number for other reasons and was told that 
it "is not among the Commission's records." I expect that has to do with misfiling, 
and is not uncommon for CD's made into CE's, but you may wish to pursue it. 
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I am still getting the T-P, but without enthusiasm for the money and 
time wasted. It would be nice if we could find scmeone (else) to do the 
routine work - the clipping and filing if not the reading - and just send 
Xeroxes of everything to each other. With so little in the papers now, that 
might save money as well as time. 

Your note of ll/ll on Davisons I may have confused you with the references 
the Charlottesville, where Davison was in 1958 , when his father died. (Your 
memo has 4/27/68 instead of 4/26/58.) He is still in Atlanta, according to 
Ma Bell. 

I haven't sent any of the 544 Camp stuff to N.O. If you think it 
would do any good, and know someone who could understand it without going 
off on crazy tangents (as I guess JG might), pass it on. I see no need to 
at this time.
